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Fire officials launch defamation suit 


courts The Halifax regional 
fire department’s two top 
officials have filed a 
defamation lawsuit against 
seven people, including 
two firefighters, over com¬ 
ments made anonymously 
on a local weekly newspa¬ 
per’s website. 

Fire Chief Bill Mosher 
and Deputy Chief Stephen 
Thurber say in court docu¬ 
ments filed Thursday in the 
Supreme Court of Nova 
Scotia the comments made 
on the website of The Coast 
are libellous and they are 
seeking unspecified dam¬ 
ages. 

The comments came af¬ 
ter a series of articles about 
the fire department, in¬ 
cluding an article about

• There are no allegations 
of libel against The Coast it¬ 
self, and the newspaper is 
not named in the lawsuit. 

black firefighters filing a 
human rights complaint 
against the department. 

The court documents say 
two of the defendants are 
current employees of the 
department and two are 
former employees. The 
backgrounds of three other 
people are not given. 

The statement of claim 
contains allegations that 
have not been proven in 
court. No statements of de¬ 
fence have been filed. 


The comments criticize 
the chief and deputy for 
their leadership abilities, 
suggest they were unpro¬ 
fessional in handling per¬ 
sonnel and claim they 
should be removed from 
their jobs. 

Blair Cromwell, a black 
firefighter who has 
launched a human rights 
complaint against the fire 
department, confirmed he 
had sent one of the emails 
contained in the lawsuit. 

The email he sent includ¬ 
ed a derogatory description 
of the deputy fire chief and 
alleges unfair treatment of 
black members of the de¬ 
partment recruited 

through affirmative action 
programs, the Canadian press

day operations, according 
to Whitewood. “There’s ab¬ 
solutely no impact to direct 
patient care, today or to¬ 
morrow.” 

The two employees were 
subject to criminal record 
checks, and Whitewood 
said they will consider us¬ 
ing credit checks when hir¬ 
ing for financial operations 
in the future. 

She also said they will try 
to more actively promote 
their checks and balances. 
“Part of the equation on in¬ 
ternal discrepancies is to 
ensure people know that 
you’re watching, that the 
organization expects ethi¬ 
cal, accountable behav¬ 
iour,” said Whitewood. 

This is the second alleged 
defrauding of a Nova Scot¬ 
ian health authority in the 
last year. In November 
2009, an Annapolis Valley 
Health Authority employee 
was fired after he was 
charged with stealing more 
than $400,000 from the 
joint account of the An¬ 
napolis Valley, South Shore, 
and South West Nova 
health authorities.

The largest health author¬ 
ity in Nova Scotia has fired 
one employee and put 
^ another on leave after 
^ an internal probe 
l alleges both were taking 
funds from Capital Health. 

After a recent internal in¬ 
vestigation, an employee in 
Capital Health’s business 
office was fired with cause 
for what the authority 
deems a financial “discrep¬ 
ancy” of less than $170,000. 
In a separate incident May 
31, police were made aware 
of a discrepancy of less 
than $5,000, and a female 
employee in the accounts 
payable office was placed 
on administrative leave. 

The funds less than 
$5,000 have since been re¬ 
covered, and Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police are now inves¬ 
tigating both cases. 

“Fraud exists in all organ¬ 
izations,” Amanda White- 
wood, Capital Health’s 
chief financial officer, said 
Thursday. “And it’s our du¬ 
ty and obligation to share 
this information and to en¬ 
sure that we all appreciate 
the level of diligence that 
we need to have so that we 
can address these things as 
quickly as possible.” 

Capital Health, which 
has upwards of 11,000 em¬ 
ployees, spends almost 
$800 million annually. The 
amount of funds lost, how¬ 
ever, will not affect day-to-

Three face charges 
in stabbing of trucker 


crime Police have laid 
charges against three peo¬ 
ple in the stabbing and al¬ 
leged robbery of a truck 
driver who was found in a 
Dartmouth mall parking lot 
on Wednesday morning. 

Tyrone Anthony Cross, a 
33-year-old from Cole Har¬ 
bour, is facing the most seri¬ 
ous charges — using a 
firearm in the commission 
of an offence, possession of 
a weapon for a dangerous 
purpose, robbery, kidnap¬ 
ping, aggravated assault, ut¬ 
tering threats and posses¬ 
sion of stolen property un¬ 
der $5,000. 

Halifax Regional Police 
spokeswoman Theresa Rath 
said the alleged stolen prop¬ 
erty was a truckload of recy¬ 
clable goods. 

She said the victim and 
Cross are known to one an¬ 
other and were together 
earlier Tuesday for what she 
called “prior dealings.” 

Police believe the 40-year- 
old victim pulled his 18- 


wheeler into the Penhorn 
Mall parking lot at around 
11:30 p.m. on Tuesday. He 
was found almost 12 hours 
later in the cab of his vehi¬ 
cle, suffering from multiple 
stab wounds. Rath said in¬ 
vestigators have spoken to 
the victim, whose injuries 
aren’t life-threatening. 

“We want to be veiy clear 
— this is not a random inci¬ 
dent,” Rath said. 

Nelson Tyrelle Beals, 22, 
and Mario Malileto Cain, 
39, both of Dartmouth, are 
also charged in relation to 
the incident. Both are fac¬ 
ing charges of possession of 
stolen property under 
$5,000, possession for the 
purpose of trafficking and 
breach of probation. 

Cross, Beals and Malileto 
were arrested together on 
Wednesday afternoon in 
Cole Harbour. The trio ap¬ 
peared in Dartmouth 
provincial court on Thurs¬ 
day to face the charges.

mop-up Firefighters re¬ 
mained on the scene Thurs¬ 
day in the Middle Porters 
Lake area after a Tuesday 
brush fire forced the evacu¬ 
ation of 34 homes along 
West Porters Lake Road. 

No homes were damaged 
in the fire that recalled a 
blaze in an area just slightly 
southeast of this one, which 
occurred two years and two 
days before. Residents were 
allowed back into their 
homes by Tuesday night. 

“We are still continuing 
in our mop-up stage, and 
we’re starting to pull some 
of our remaining equip¬ 
ment off the line,” said 


Dave Steeves, a forest re¬ 
sources technician for Nova 
Scotia’s Department of Na¬ 
tional Resources. “We’re go¬ 
ing to continue in a moni¬ 
toring process for at least 
the next day.” 

Though Thursday’s 
damp, cooler conditions as¬ 
sisted in the removal of pos¬ 
sible hotspots that could 
reignite a fire, Steeves 
added that “anything helps, 
to be honest.” He also re¬ 
marked that weather pat¬ 
terns are naturally inconsis¬ 
tent. 

He declined to put a time¬ 
line on the process.

Ashiqur Rahman is still 
waiting to find out when 
exactly heTl have his day 
in court. 

At his arraignment at 
Nova Scotia Supreme 
Court in Halifax Thursday 
morning, Judge Simon 
MacDonald told Rahman 
that he faces charges of ag¬ 
gravated assault and 
manslaughter, and that his 
trial date would be con¬ 
firmed on Aug. 5. 

However, both Crown 
and defence lawyers said at 
the arraignment they esti¬ 
mated the trial would run 
for 10 days, and the clerks 
suggested a free time that 
would begin Feb. 14. 

The case will not be tried 
by a jury, but by a judge 
alone. 

Rahman, 24, has been in 
prison since he was arrest¬ 
ed on July 24 and charged 
with aggravated assault af¬ 
ter police responded to a 
call that his seven-weelc- 
old daughter, Aurora 
Breakthrough, was serious¬ 
ly injured. 

Aurora died three days 
later at the IWK Health 
Centre. 

Rahman’s common-law 
partner, 23-year-old Jane 
Elizabeth Gomes, was also 
facing charges of 
manslaughter stemming 
from Aurora’s death, but 
pleaded guilty in April to 
the less-serious charge of 


failing to provide the ne¬ 
cessities of life. She re¬ 
ceived six months proba¬ 
tion. 

Rahman and Gomes are 
both from Bangladesh and 
have been staying in Cana¬ 
da on student visas. 

They had studied com¬ 


puter science at Wolfville’s 
Acadia University, but 
were living in a room 
above the Good Food Em¬ 
porium restaurant on Hali¬ 
fax’s Gottingen Street 
when they called 911 to re¬ 
port their baby was in dis¬ 
tress.

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Labour contracts 
to lapse soon 

25,000 government employees to see their 
agreements expire at the end of the month

The NDP government is 
facing months of hard bar¬ 
gaining with representa¬ 
tives for thousands of pub¬ 
lic sector workers as 
dozens of labour contracts 
are set to expire at the 
end of this month. 

Seventy-three of 76 
agreements with the Nova 
Scotia Government and 
General Employees Union 
— representing some 
25,000 workers — are 
about to lapse. 

Union president Joan Jes¬ 
some said negotiations on 
a number of those con¬ 
tracts will be “backed up” 
until an impasse is re¬ 
solved on a new deal for 
7,800 government work¬ 
ers. 

Although the govern¬ 
ment workers can’t strike, 


their bargaining commit¬ 
tee has recommended re¬ 
jection of the province’s fi¬ 
nal contract offer in favour 
of arbitration. 

Jessome said the recom¬ 
mendation has been sent 
to the membership for a 
vote, to be held next week. 

She said the government 
is sticking to a standard of¬ 
fer of one per cent raises 
for each of two years. 

The union has submitted 
an offer of three per cent 
each year, but Jessome said 
it was just as concerned 
with the government’s 
move to reduce the size of 


the civil service by 10 per 
cent over four years. 

“We went in knowing 
the money was going to be 
a tough issue for eveiy- 
body,” she said. “We want¬ 
ed to get issues such as job 
security, especially in light 
of the announcement in 
the provincial budget of a 
10 per cent reduction and a 
program review.” 

Premier Darrell Dexter 
said that until talks are con¬ 
cluded it’s generally wise to 
“leave it alone” in terms of 
commenting on ongoing 
labour negotiations.

Province creates new position in 
attempt to draw federal funding

province is creating a new 
six-figure position in a late 
game attempt to make the 
Atlantic Gateway dream a 
reality. 

There’s federal money 
up for grabs, but so far the 
province only has a list of 
projects rather than a co¬ 
herent plan. 

They’re hoping that will 
change as they bring on 
Kevin Hamm to lead the 
Nova Scotia Gateway Secre¬ 
tariat at a pay of $165,000 
per year. 

“He’s going to act to co¬ 
ordinate all the efforts on 
the Atlantic Gateway,” said 
Premier Darrell Dexter. 

“Up to now, there’s been 
kind of a diffuse arrange¬ 
ment where there have 
been a series of gateway 


councils and many differ¬ 
ent interests in many dif¬ 
ferent places.” 

There’s some urgency as 
deadlines to access pots of 
federal gateway money 
loom. Dexter said if a con¬ 
vincing business case isn’t 
presented to 

Stephen Harper’s 
government soon, 

Nova Scotia may lose 
out. 

“We’ve reached a 
point now where if 
there’s going to be 
action on the At- Darrell 
lantic Gateway it has 
to actually take place,” he 
said. 

The idea of turning Nova 
Scotia into a hub for receiv¬ 
ing and transporting goods 
has been tossed around for 
years, with some debate 
around how realistic it is. 
One problem the province 
needs to overcome is com¬ 
petition from Prince Ed¬ 



ward Island and New¬ 
foundland and Labrador. 

Whereas Nova Scotia 
and New Brunswick both 
benefit from a gateway be¬ 
ginning at the Halifax har¬ 
bour and heading inland, 
the other two provinces 
are pushing projects 
with a more 
northerly approach. 

“One of the things 
that’s a little bit 
frustrating for us is 
that in B.C. you have 
one jurisdiction act¬ 
ing on their own 
and here you have 
said Dexter.

Burnside jail getting back to normal 


riot Two days after a riot 
rolled through the Central 
Nova Scotia Correctional 
Facility, the Burnside jail is 
getting back to normal. 

“Things are quite orderly 
there now,” said Jennifer 
Gavin, a spokeswoman for 
the province’s Department 
of Justice. 

The day unit in which 17 
inmates trashed windows, 


sprinklers and recreation 
equipment has been 
cleaned up and is fully oper¬ 
ational, while the only area 
that remains locked down 
is the unit holding the in¬ 
mates involved in the inci¬ 
dent. The prison-wide lock- 
down ended about three 
hours after the incident. 

While a “thorough” 
search has not yet yielded 


the weapon that was used 
to stab a prisoner in three 
places, the justice depart¬ 
ment is hesitant to hinge 
the lockdown on the 
weapon’s retrieval. 

“There’s many different 
ways to dispose of that in a 
professional facility, includ¬ 
ing sewer systems,” said 
Gavin.

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Suncor cleanup plan 
gets Alberta’s OK 

Giant company plans to invest $1 billion 


Alberta’s energy regulator 
has given its thumbs-up 
to Suncor Energy Inc’s plan 
to handle waste from its 
massive oilsands 
operations near Fort 
McMurray, Alta. 

“This is great news and a 
significant milestone in 
addressing one of the 
greatest reclamation chal¬ 
lenges in oilsands mining,” 
said Kirk Bailey, Suncor’s 
executive vice-president of 
oilsands. 

Suncor’s plan is the 
third to be approved since 
the province’s Energy Re¬ 
sources Conservation 
Board ordered oilsands 
miners to clean up their 
tailings ponds — enor¬ 
mous lakes water, clay, 
sand and bitumen left be¬ 
hind after crude has been 
extracted. 

Calgary-based Suncor, 
Canada’s largest energy 
company, plans to invest 
more than $1 billion on 
technology to shorten the 
time it takes for fine clay 
particles to settle.

In the past, it has taken 
several decades for mature 
fine tailings to separate. 

But in Suncor’s Tailings 
Reduction Operations, or 
TRO, process, the sub¬ 
stance dries out in a mat¬ 
ter of weeks. Vegetation 
can then be planted over 
the dry material. 

Tailings ponds gained 
worldwide notoriety in 
2008, when 1,600 water- 
fowl died after landing on 
a giant lake at Syncrude 
Canada Ltd.’s oilsands 
mine. 

The ERCB estimates tail¬ 


ings ponds today contain 
about 840 million cubic 
metres of fluid and cover 
about 170 square kilome¬ 
tres. 

In a release, the ERCB 
said TRO will allow Suncor 
to reduce the volume of 
fluid tailings by 30 per 
cent. 

“ Suncor’s plan does not 
include the creation of any 
new tailings ponds and 
will actually allow Suncor 
to operate five fewer tail¬ 
ings ponds and use less 
space for fluid tailings stor¬ 
age than originally applied 
for,” said the ERCB release. 

In April, the ERCB ap¬ 
proved plans for Syncrude, 
the world’s largest oil¬ 
sands project, and Fort 
Hills, a yet-to-be developed 
mine operated by Suncor. 

The regulator is still re¬ 
viewing plans for Royal 
Dutch Shell’s Albian Sands 
mine, as well as projects 
operated by Canadian Nat¬ 
ural Resources, Imperial 
Oil and Shell Canada.

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Convictions overturned 
in child sex dub case 


Texas Two men accused of 
grooming children as 
young as five to perform in 
sex shows at a small-town 
swinger’s club in Texas 
will get new trials after a 
state appeals court Thurs¬ 
day found errors in their 
original proceedings. 

The convictions of 
Patrick (Booger Red) Kelly, 
43, and Jamie Pittman, 38, 
were overturned by a 
Court of Appeals in Hous¬ 
ton. A jury convicted Kelly 
in 2008 of engaging in or¬ 
ganized criminal activity. 
Pittman was convicted of 
aggravated sexual assault 
of a child. Both were sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison. 

Authorities allege Kelly 
helped set up a “kinder¬ 
garten” where young chil¬ 
dren learned to dance 
provocatively at the so- 
called Mineola Swinger’s 
Club. To help them per¬ 
form, prosecutors said the 
children were given Vi- 
codin-lilce drugs the adults 


passed off as “silly pills.” 

Kelly has maintained his 
innocence. The three-judge 
appeals panel agreed 
Thursday with his con¬ 
tention that he was not al¬ 
lowed to present a com¬ 
plete defence. The court al¬ 
so said the record in Kelly’s 
case was “rife with error.” 

The panel wrote that 
Kelly deserves a new trial 
because of “numerous evi- 
dentiaiy errors by the trial 
court and improper clos¬ 
ing argument by the 
State.” 

Bingham acknowledged 
the finding that his lead 
prosecutor on the case, Joe 
Murphy, asked some ques¬ 
tions he shouldn’t have. In 
Pittman’s case, the appeals 
court said “prejudicial evi¬ 
dence” of other alleged 
sexual offences were 
wrongly allowed at trial.

Some 400,000 people have 
been displaced by ethnic 
violence in southern Kyr¬ 
gyzstan, the United 
Nations announced Thurs¬ 
day, dramatically increas¬ 
ing the official estimate of 
a crisis that has left 
throngs of desperate, fear¬ 
ful refugees without 
enough food and water in 
grim camps along the 
Uzbek border. 

Ethnic Uzbeks 
interviewed by Associated 
Press journalists in the 
main regional city of Osh 
said ethnic Kyrgyz men had 
sexually assaulted and beat¬ 
en more than 10 Uzbek 
women and girls, including 
some pregnant women, 
and children as young as 
12, on a single street during 
the rampages that erupted 
last week. 

Members of the Kyrgyz 
community have denied ac¬ 
cusations of brutality and 
have accused Uzbek of rap¬ 
ing Kyrgyz women. 

But the majority of 
victims appear to have 
been predominantly 
Uzbeks, traditional farmers 
and traders who have tradi¬ 
tionally been more prosper¬ 
ous than the Kyrgyz.

PHARMACEUTICALS U.S. gov¬ 
ernment health experts said 
Thursday a new type of morn¬ 
ing-after contraceptive that 
works longer than existing 
drugs is safe and effective. The 
Food and Drug Administration's 
panel of reproductive health 
experts voted unanimously that 
the pill ellaOne successfully re¬ 
duces the chance of pregnancy 
up to five days after sex. Plan 
B, the most widely used emer¬ 
gency contraceptive pill, is on¬ 
ly effective if women take it 
within three days of sex. 

In a separate vote the panel 
unanimously ruled that the 
drug appeared safe, according 
to an FDA spokeswoman. 

The positive recommendation 
moves the pill, which is 
already approved in Europe, 
one step closer to the U.S. mar¬ 
ket. The FDA is not required to 
follow the panel's advice, 
though it often does. 

CRIME The UN drug and crime 
czar warned Thursday that in¬ 
ternational crime syndicates 
pose a growing threat to glob¬ 
al security and called for a new 
campaign to disrupt the mar¬ 
kets for their illicit goods and 
activities in rich nations. Anto¬ 
nio Maria Costa told a high- 
level meeting that demand for 
illegal drugs, diamonds and 
other items is fuelling transna¬ 
tional organized crime and 
while arresting traffickers may 
divert goods it will not shut

Nova Scotia Justice Min¬ 
ister Ross Landry, a 34-year 
RCMP veteran, refuses to 
call one. 

But he does recognize 
the current police-investi- 
gate-police system is not 
the answer. Last fall, he, 
too, announced plans for 
new legislation to create 
our own “independent” 
provincial unit to investi¬ 
gate allegations of police 
misconduct. 

But that legislation 
won’t be introduced until 
this fall. And it won’t look 
at old cases. 

We need an independ¬ 
ent inquiry — with teeth 
— now.

The Canadiens dealt Ha¬ 
lak for two young forward 
prospects Thursday, even 
though the 25-year-old 
usurped Price as their 
starting goaltender late in 
the NHL season and played 
brilliantly in leading them 
to a berth in the Eastern 
Conference final. 

In return, Montreal got 
centre Lars Eller, who may 
be ready to play next sea¬ 
son, and rugged winger 
Ian Schultz from the jun¬ 
ior Calgary Hitmen, who 
will likely need seasoning 
in the minors. 

Canadiens general man¬ 
ager Pierre Gauthier called 
it a “big picture decision,” 
in which the team’s scouts 
and managers opted for 
the long-term potential of 
the 22-year-old Price, the 
fifth overall draft pick of 
2005, over the more imme¬ 
diate success from the 25- 
year-old Halak. 

Halak was the Canadi¬ 
ens’ player of the year in 
2009-10, when he went 26- 
13-5 and was fifth among 
NHL goalies in save per¬ 
centage at .940 and ninth 
in goals-against average at 
2.40. Price was 13-20-5 
with a 2.77 average and a 
.912 save percentage. 

Both goaltenders are due 
to become restricted free 
agents July 1, with Halak 
holding the right to salary 
arbitration, but Gauthier 
didn’t try to work out a 


deal once the team decid¬ 
ed to make a trade. 

He could have kept both, 
but Halak indicated in a 
conference call that would 
have left both unhappy. 

“I think they did the best 
thing they could do — 


keep one goalie and give 
the other one a chance to 
play most of the season,” 
Halak said from Slovakia. 
“It’s best for everyone that 
I was dealt and can start on 
a new beginning.” 

St. Louis made the trade 


after informing veteran 
goalie Chris Mason they 
would not attempt to sign 
him to a new contract. 

Halak earned $800,000 
US last season and is due 
for a big raise.

England coach 
feeling the heat 


questions After a lengthy 
honeymoon with England, 
Fabio Capello is starting to 
feel the kind of pressure he 
was used to when coaching 
Real Madrid and AC Milan. 

Capello goes into Fri¬ 
day’s World Cup match 
against Algeria (CBC, 3:15 
p.m. AT) with his decision¬ 
making under serious 
scrutiny for the first time 
since taking charge 30 
months ago. 

The pressure is now on 
Capello on his 64th birth¬ 
day to mastermind a win in 
England’s Group C match 
against Algeria. Pressure is 
nothing new to the Italian, 
who was fired by Madrid in 
2007 despite delivering the 
Spanish club its 30th 
league title. 

“We always think Eng¬ 
land is big pressure but 
managing AC Milan and 
Real Madrid is also big 
pressure on a daily basis,” 
England defender Jamie 
Carragher said. “He has 
dealt with that and been 
successful. There was al¬ 
ways going to come a point 
where he was going to be 
under pressure. That is 
part of being a manager.” 

Capello has been revered 
for ruling with an iron fist, 
but questions are now be¬ 
ing asked over why he is so

strict with his players. 

He kept them in the dark 
over the starting lineup un¬ 
til two hours before kickoff 
against the U.S., a move 
that has been blamed for 
contributing to Robert 
Green’s horrendous goal¬ 
keeping blunder against 
the Americans. 

And he will do so again 
for the Algeria game. He 
said he already made up 
his mind who will be the 
goalkeeper Friday, but 
won’t tell the players until 
just before the game. 

Carragher defended 
Capello, arguing that delay¬ 
ing announcing the team is 
not an unusual move. 

“Every manager I’ve had 
at Liverpool has told us the 
squad two hours before the 
game,” Carragher said. “A 
lot of the managers don’t 
like to give the team away 
for fear of the opposition 
finding out about the 
team.”

review The best part of 
Jonah Hex — where the 
movie really becomes fun 
— is during a brief se¬ 
quence at the beginning 
when a bulk of baclcstoiy 
for Hex (Josh Brolin) is told 
using animation similar to 
the comic book on which 
the movie is based. 

That’s a really long way 
of saying go read the com¬ 
ic, and skip this loud, 
clumsy super-western. 


The story follows Hex, 
who developed mystical 
powers after some Native 
Americans saved him from 
the grave, enlisted by Pres¬ 
ident Ulysses S. Grant 
(Aidan Quinn) to stop 
Quentin Turnbull (John 
Malkovich), a former Con¬ 
federate officer who’s hi¬ 
lariously presented as the 
country’s first terrorist. 

As lots of dialogue and 
unnecessary narration re¬ 
minds us, the mission’s 
personal for Hex, since 
Turnbull killed his wife 
and son. 

Lots of time and effort 
was put into getting the 
massive scars covering half 
of Hex’s face right, which 
must be why so much of 
Brolin’s screen time is 
spent in close-ups shot to 
highlight it. 


Perhaps they should’ve 
spent a bit more time and 
effort on making sure he 
could speak clearly 
through all the prosthetic 
work. At one point, Hex dis¬ 
patches a bad guy and de¬ 
livers what we have to as¬ 
sume is a witty one-liner. 
The problem is it’s unintel¬ 
ligible. 

The real tragedy is the 
amount of acting talent in¬ 
volved, including Brolin, 
Malkovich and Michael 
Fassbender (a breakout in 
Inglorious Basterds). Megan 
Fox can’t really be faulted, 
as she’s barely in the movie 
and has very little to do but 
scowl and heave her chest 
when she is there.

Personal struggles fuel Sarah McLachlan album 


Interesting 
releases for the 
summer of 2010 


For the past seven years, 
Sarah McLachlan has 
largely remained silent 
while her personal life 
turned public and she 
sought to endure the 
breakup of her marriage. 

This week marks the re¬ 
lease of Laws of Illusion, 
the Vancouver-based 
songstress’ first album of 
new material since 2003’s 
Afterglow. 

And if it seems as though 
the lovelorn lyrics on the 
oft-wrenching record were 
inspired by real-life events, 
it’s because they pretty 
much were. 

McLachlan says her per¬ 
sonal struggles fuelled her 
work — once she got 
around to dealing with 
them directly. 

“There’s creative licence, 
but certainly, the emotion¬ 
al rollercoaster of the past 
couple years played heavi¬ 
ly,” McLachlan said in a 
telephone interview. 

“I find it veiy difficult to 
write, typically, when I’m 
happy. It’s a fleeting, light¬ 
hearted experience and 
you don’t want to analyze 
it because I’m sure you’ll 
find something wrong with 
it if you look hard enough. 

“Whereas when you’re 
sad, or heartbroken, or an- 
giy, that’s meaty, visceral 
stuff. You can really sink 
your teeth into it. And 
there’s a lot of good juicy 
bits to grab hold of and dis¬

sect and figure out.” 

McLachlan split with 
drummer Ashwin Sood, 
her husband of 11 years, 
two years ago. They have 
two daughters: eight-year- 
old India and Taj a, who 
turns three next week. 

As she tried to recover 
and take care of two chil¬ 
dren as a newly single 
mother, McLachlan didn’t 
find herself immediately 
compelled to sit down and 
write about the pain she 
was going through. 

“My world sort of fell 
apart, and I just had to 


work to figure out what the 
heck I was going to do 
next,” she said. 

Once the 42-year-old be¬ 
gan writing — which she 
did, in earnest, in March of 
last year — she found that 
the ideas flowed. 

Opening track Awaken¬ 
ings is a distorted rush, 
with ear-candy electronics 
adding texture to a nakedly 
emotional rant. 

The clatter mostly fades 
out in time for McLachlan’s 
key final pronouncement: 
“I’m not the girl I was but 
what have I become?/I’m

not so willing anymore to 
bend/Still pleasing and con- 
ceding/But I’m not gonna 
lose myself again.” 

“It opens the record for a 
reason for me,” McLachlan 
says of the track. “It’s 
meant to sort of encompass 
the mood of what’s to 
come.” 

McLachlan professes to 
have a tough time analyz¬ 
ing her own music, even 
though she’s able to de¬ 
scribe the feelings behind 
each song more clearly and 
directly than most artists.

The MuchMusic Video 
Awards are ready to take 
over Toronto this weekend.

Cyrus and 
watching per¬ 
formances by 1 
Ke$ha, Drake and 
Justin Bieber, this 
duo is breathing sighs of re¬ 
lief at seeing the past 12 
months come to fruition. 

In fact, before the lights 


cooled down after last 
year’s MMVAs, Sullivan and 
Staite were already organiz¬ 
ing this successor, attaining 
artists, sourcing local equip¬ 
ment suppliers, budgeting 
staff, re-routing streetcars 
and gamering the in¬ 
evitable permits/policing an 
event of such magnitude 
necessitates. 

“Planning starts the day 
after the MMVAs,” notes 
Sullivan in the midst of a 
dazzling dance of riggers, 
materials and props that 
overtake the parking lot at 
MuchMusic. “We immedi¬ 
ately hold a post- 
mortem on last 
year’s show, see¬ 
ing what 

( worked, what 
didn’t and 
how we can 
make things 
even better 

r next year.” 

Passersby be¬ 
gin to see the fruits 
of such labour four weeks 
before the event looms as 
the asphalt becomes abuzz 
with activity. This year’s 


theme: each stage resem¬ 
bles various culinary gad- 
getry. 

“That overhang one’s the 
‘George Foreman,”’ Sullivan 
smiles, pointing to the 
largest of three stages. “The 
enclosed one is ‘The Mi¬ 
crowave,’ the one at floor 
level here is ‘The Griddle’ 
and if you look overhead, 
that platform jutting out is 


‘The Spatula.’” 

Turning attention to two 
more aspects, Staite notes 
that the popular red carpet 
ceremony has been relocat¬ 
ed to MuchMusic’s side en¬ 
trance in order to allow for 
yet another stage to over¬ 
take the infamous intersec¬ 
tion at Queen and John 
streets. 

Moreover, in order to en¬ 


sure those at home aren’t 
left out, VJ Liz Trinnear will 
host the online-exclusive 
backstage Digital Lounge, 
she quips will “have a bit of 
everything. I’ll be talking to 
bands on-camera, blogging, 
tweeting, texting and on 
my phone.”

dozens of bodies, tonnes of

Sun TV News, the proposed specialty news channel, tried to lure 
Rick Mercer into bringing his highly successful CBC show Rick 
Mercer Report to the network being dubbed ‘Fox News North.’ 
Mercer said he has decide to remain at the CBC. 


It seems like a made-up 
headline on the Rick Mer¬ 
cer Report — political 
satirist turns down top job 
at Fox News North. 

But it’s no joke. The pro¬ 
posed specialty news chan¬ 
nel Sun TV News made a 
play to make Rick Mercer 
the cornerstone of its 
prime-time lineup, the 
comic said, and confirmed 
he had a meeting with Ko¬ 
ry Teneyclce, the newly- 
hired Quebecor vice presi¬ 
dent. 

Teneyclce, who less than 
a year ago was Prime Min¬ 
ister Stephen Harper’s di¬ 
rector of communications, 
was hoping to steal CBC’s 
top-rated Rick Mercer Re¬ 
port. 

“He called me up and we 
went for a drink,” recalled 
Mercer. The meeting took 
place “a while ago” and 
Mercer chose to keep mum 
about his knowledge of the 
proposed news venture. 

“They were a very 
stealth operation,” he said. 
“Because they had offered 
me a job basically I felt ob¬ 
ligated to keep my mouth 
shut. Maybe that was their 
plan!” 

The Rick Mercer Report 
has been eyed by rival 
broadcasters in the past. 
Seen as a crown jewel of 
Canadian content, it is a 
consistent ratings winner 
coming off its seventh and 
most popular season. 

When it came down to 


it, Mercer chose to stay 
with CBC. 

“Since we’re talking 
about a conservative televi¬ 
sion network, I’ll quote a 
great conservative and say 
I decided to ‘dance with 
the one that brung me,” 1 
he said, borrowing a 
phrase from former prime 
minister Brian Mulroney. 

While he was “very in¬ 
trigued by this notion of 
starting a new network,” 
Mercer ultimately felt he 
had no reason to jump. 

“As an independent pro¬ 
ducer, I’m very happy with 
my relationship with the 


CBC,” he said, “but, like 
anybody, you always hear 
people out.” 

Mercer is a fan of one of 
the station's early hires, for¬ 
mer Global Ottawa corre¬ 
spondent David Akin. He's 
also pals with outspoken 
Western-based conservative 
pundit Ezra Levant and 
thinks he'd make a good ad¬ 
dition to the service — pro¬ 
vided Quebecor knows 
what it's getting into. 

“I hope Ezra catches the 
world on fire with his smile 
and his charm — for five or 
ten hours a week,” Mercer

Boyle to oversee 2012 Olympics opening ceremony 


Danny Boyle, the Oscar- 
winning director of Slum- 
dog Millionaire, will over¬ 
see the opening ceremony 
of the 2012 London 
Olympics. 

Boyle was introduced 
Thursday as the artistic di¬ 
rector of the ceremony to 
be held on July 27, 2012. 
The announcement was 
made in the shadow of the 
new 80,000-seat Olympic 
stadium in east London 
that will host both the 
opening and closing of the 


games. 

Boyle won the best-direc¬ 
tor Academy Award in 2009 
for Slumdog Millionaire, a 
film that won a total of 
eight Oscars. His other 
films include Trainspotting, 
28 Days Later and Sun¬ 
shine. 

“It’s a fantastic responsi¬ 
bility,” Boyle said. “When 
they offered us the job, 
they said, ‘Do you want to 
think about it?’ I said, ‘No, I 
want to do it.”‘ 

Another Hollywood di¬ 


rector, Stephen Daldry, will 
be one of the executive pro¬ 
ducers of the opening and 
closing ceremonies. Daldry 
directed Billy Elliott, The 
Reader and The Hours. 

The other executive pro¬ 
ducers of the ceremonies 
are Beijing Games designer 
Mark Fisher, television di¬ 
rector Hamish Hamilton 
and Catherine Ugwu, who 
helped produce the 2006 
Asia Games in Doha, Qatar. 

London will have a hard 
act in trying to top the ex¬ 


travagant opening ceremo¬ 
ny of the 2008 Beijing 
Olympics, which was de¬ 
signed by Chinese movie di¬ 
rector Zhang Yimou and 
drew a worldwide televi¬ 
sion audience of one billion 
people. 

“It’s not going to be like 
Beijing in terms of this 
overwhelming scale,” said 
Boyle, who was speaking at 
3 Mill Studios, the produc¬ 
tion centre for the London 
2012 ceremonies team.

Afghan film industry fighting for survival 


In real life he’s a pharma- who dispenses antibiotics 
cist, a polite young man and advice in a tiny Jalal¬ 



abad shop barely 60 kilo¬ 
metres from where 
Osama Bin Laden 
disappeared into the 
mountains. 

But when evening falls, 
when Zhaid Khan shuts 
the pharmacy’s gates and 
sends his young assistant 
home, he becomes some¬ 
one else. Then he’s a lover 
(albeit a chaste one). He’s 
a singer (or at least a lip- 
syncher). He’s a fighter, a 
hero, a defender of the 
powerless. 

You’ve never heard of 
him, but Zhaid Khan is a 
movie star. 

The quiet pharmacist is 
the chiselled face, the rip¬ 
pling muscles, the roman¬ 
tic hero of the minuscule 
Pashto-language vision of 
Hollywood set amid the 
towns and mountains of 
eastern Afghanistan. It’s a 
region where American 
drones regularly hover 
overhead, Taliban attacks 
come all too regularly and 
it takes more than a little 
courage to be an actor. 

Khan is famous across 
Jalalabad, and fans some-

times come to the phar¬ 
macy to gawlc at him and 
ask for autographs. Some¬ 
times, though, the Taliban 
seek him out too. They 
leave him notes in the 
night, warning they’ll 
burn down his shop and 
kill him. One day, he 
fears, they’ll follow 
through on their threats. 

But as Afghanistan 
struggles with an Islamist 
insurgency that has 
surged back since the 
2001 U.S.-led invasion, 
putting broad swaths of 
the country under Taliban 
control, a handful of ac¬ 
tors are making a cine¬ 
matic stand. 

They do it with movies 
that are sold here only on 
DVD, will never make it to 
western art house cine¬ 
mas and can withstand 


only the gentlest of criti¬ 
cism. 

There are shaky camera 
angles, wildly awful hair¬ 
pieces and dialogue with 
the cadence of a press con¬ 
ference (“To achieve our 
goal we must try to attain 
our objectives and what 
we have vowed to do,” a 
hero intones in Black Poi¬ 
son, an anti-opium morali¬ 
ty tale). 

Each film is a patchwork 
of themes — romance, 
thriller, weepy family dra¬ 
ma — knitted together by 
martial arts battles and 
lots of squirting sheep's 
blood bought from local 
butchers. The bad guys all 
seem to have scars, limps 
or both. The good guys of¬ 
ten wear white. They are 
made, very often, with lit¬ 
tle beyond a camcorder, a 


couple workshop lights 
and some pirated editing 
software. 

But, they’ll tell you 
here, their battle is worth 
fighting. 

“We are changing how 
people think,” said Khan. 
“Young people see our 
movies and they know 
that Afghanistan is not 
just AK-47s and war. 
There’s something else 
here too.” 

The Taliban hardly exist 
in these movies. Religious 
extremism is sometimes 
hinted at, but most bad 
guys are generic gangsters 
or drug smugglers. 

To the Taliban, though, 
the moviemakers are evil. 

The Islamist fighters de¬ 
test all forms of public en¬ 
tertainment, particularly 
any depiction of the hu¬ 
man form, which they be¬ 
lieve is forbidden by the 
Qur’an. When the Taliban 
ran the country, movies 
were forbidden, cinemas 
were closed and video¬ 
tapes could only be 
watched in secret.

Hollywood, China close to deal on movie import restrictions

Hollywood's top lobbyist 
has met with Chinese reg¬ 
ulators and said Thursday 
he is hopeful that Beijing 
will ease its restrictions on 
movie imports. 

Motion Picture Associa¬ 
tion of America Acting 
Chief Executive Bob Pisano 
met with the regulators 
this week’s Shanghai Inter¬ 
national Film Festival. 

The Chinese govern¬ 
ment is considering its re¬ 
sponse to a World Trade 
Organization ruling that 


urges it to let foreign stu¬ 
dios distribute their own 
movies in the country. Cur¬ 
rently, the state-run China 
Film Group decides which 
movies to import and 
shares revenues for only 
20 imports a year. 

“The sense I get is that 
the Chinese government 
understands that a) the 
system has to change, and 
b) change is not going to 
be harmful to the Chinese 
film industry,” Pisano told 
The Associated Press in 


Hong Kong. 

“Our experience around 
the world is that when 
markets are free and open, 
the market of that indus¬ 
try prospers. When the 
market is closed, and 


therefore the filmmaking 
industry is not subject to 
the rigours of competition, 
it frankly doesn’t succeed 
because they end up pro¬ 
ducing movies the public 
doesn’t want to see,” he 


said. “You can’t force the 
public to watch a movie 
they don’t want to watch.” 

In China, domestically 
made blockbusters are 
catching up quickly in 
terms of production val¬ 
ues and box office per¬ 
formance. But they still 
face stiff competition 
from Hollywood. James 
Cameron’s Avatar earned 
nearly $200 million US in 
China earlier this year, a 
record. China’s entire box 
office takings in 2009 


were $909 million. 

Pisano called Avatar a 
rare phenomenon and said 
he didn’t think it would 
scare Chinese movie offi¬ 
cials into closing their 
markets further. 

“Avatar is a 12-year phe¬ 
nomenon,” Pisano said, re¬ 
ferring to Cameron’s 1997 
romance Titanic, which 
was also a big hit in China. 

“So once every 12 years 
is not a threat to any¬ 
thing,” he said.

Report: Jackson doc never 
received proper medical gear

Harvest Pork 
Apple Pie 

INGREDIENTS: 

500 g lean ground pork 
1 onion, chopped 

1 stalk celery, chopped 
1/2 cup fine dry bread 
crumbs 

1/2 cup chicken broth 
1/2 tsp salt 
1/2 tsp ground sage 
1/8 tsp cayenne pepper 

2 store-bought pie crusts 
2 tart apples, peeled and 
thinly sliced 

2 tbsp sugar 

1/4 tsp ground allspice 

1% milk 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat oven to 400°F 
(200°C). In large skillet, 
cook ground pork, onion 
and celery until meat is no 
longer pink; Drain. Stir in 
bread crumbs, chicken 
broth, salt, sage and 
cayenne pepper. 


2. Line 23 cm pie plate 
with 1 pie crust; trim even 
with edge. Spoon meat 
mixture into pie plate. In 
medium-size bowl, 
combine apples, sugar, 
and allspice. Spoon over 
meat mixture. 

3. Place remaining pie 
crust over apple mixture. 
Trim crust to 1/2 inch be¬ 
yond edge of plate. 

Fold under bottom crust 
and crimp edge. Cut slits 
in top crust. Brush with 
milk. Bake 35 to 40 
minutes or until golden. 
Let stand 10 minutes 
before serving.
